The passage of the fifteen constitu- 
tional amendments by the vote of the 
people of Georgia and the overwhelm- 
ing victory of William J. Harris, demo- 
cratic nominee for the United States 
senate over G. H. Williams, of Dublin, 
republican candidate, were the two fea- 
tures of the regular election held yes- 
terday. 

The vote for the amendments In At- 
lanta and Fulton county were about 
five to one for the entire list, and re- 
ports received by The Constitution from 
the large cities of the state and from 
many counties in every section of 
Georgia, showed the vote of the state 
to be about in the same ratio. 

Only Scattering Vote. 

Williams polled only a scattering vote, 
not only in Fulton county, but through- 
out the state, as indicated by incom- 
plete returns received late Tuesday 
night. 

In Fulton county the Harris-Williams [ 
race was the only contest, the demo- 
cratic nominees having no opposition. 
Complete returns from the ten wards in 
Atlanta and the precincts of Fulton; 
outside of the city give Williams only! 
124 votes as again:t 1,894 votes for! 
IIarris. In the city Williams received | 
116 votes, Harris 1,615. The country 
precincts gave Williams only eight } 
votes and Harris 279. 

While the vote for the amendments, 


was overwhelming in favor of ratifica-'! 
tion in the county, one country precinct, 
Bryant's, voted against the entire list.

GERMAN ARMIES 
IN FULL RETREAT 
ON 75-MILE FRONT 


London, November 5.—(By <A. P.)— 
The Germans are retreating on a 7i- 
mile front from the River Scheldt to 
the River Aisne. 

In the face of the German retreat 
the situation changes so rapidly hour 
by hour that it is impossible to give 
a definite idea of the allied advance. 

Roughly, the allies have crossed the 
Franco-Be!gian frontier between Va- 
lenciennes and Bavay, which is eight 
miles west of the Fortress of Mau- 
berge. The allies are within two 
miles of Bavay. They have captured 
the whole of Mormal forest except the 
eastern edge. Then the line runs from 
the Mareilles to the western edge of

FOREST OF MORMAL 
HAS BEEN CROSSED 
BY BRITISH TROOPS 


London, November 5.—~The British ar- 
mies in the sector between the Sambre 
and the Scheldt have defeated in the 
battle which began Monday twenty-five 
German divisions, Field Marshal Haig 
reports from headquarters tonight. In 
addition to capturing many more vil- 
lages today, the British have passed 
through the great Mormal forest.

_ “The walled town of Le Quesnoy be- 
ing completely surrounded, fell into 
our hands yesterday afternoon with the 
entire garrison of over 1,000 men.

GERMANS FLEE 
BEFORE FRENCH. 


Paris, November 5.—The retreat of 
the Germans between the Sambre canal 
and the Argonne gained impetus today, 
, according to the war office announce- 
; ment tonight. The French troops clear- 
(;ed the enemy out of large sections of 
territory, making an advance which at 
certain points reached a depth of more 
than six miles. 

The important town of Guire was 
captured, as well as Marle, and a sec- 
tion of the road between Marle and 
Montcorret. Four thousand prisoners 
were taken and sixty cannon. 

The statement reads: 

“Along the whole French front, from 
the Sambre canal to the Argonne, the 
retreat of the enemy continued during 
the day, reaching at certain points at 
a depth of ten kilometers. 

“Because of the advantages ehined 
by the difficult battle fought Sunday 
for the ¢rossing of the Sambre canal 
the first army completely defeated six 
yerman divisions which opposed it and 
took 4,000 prisoners and 60 guns. In 
the first hour Guise was occupied and 
the advance continued without respite, 

“At the end of today we had reached 
the outskirts of Barzy, Esqueheries, 
Lvaqueresse, Crupilly, Malzy, Romery, 
Wiege-Faty and Colonfay, Sains- 
Richaumont and Housset, freeing in 
the re-occupied villages numerous ci- 
villans. 

“Further to the right we hold Neu- 
ville-Housset, Marle and Marle-Mont- 
cornet road as far as’ Neuville-Bos- 
mont, Ebouleau, Bessy-Les-Pierrepont 
and Dizy-Le-Gros. 

“In the region to the northwest of 
Chateau Porcien the severe fighting. in 
the last few days has likewise ter- 
minated in a general driving back of 
the Germans. Our line runs to the 
north of Waleppe and Hannogne and 
west of Chaudion and St. Fergeux. 

' “Herpy, Conde-Les-Herpy and Cha- 


teau’ Porcien ‘are in our hands, We 
have gained a footing on the heights 
west of the road between Seraincourt 
and Ecly. Some of our elements suc- 
cooded in crossing the Aisne near Na- 
teuil. 

‘In the Argonne our troops have 
brilliantly carried out a surprise cruss- 
ing of the Ardennes canal and the 
Aisne near Montgon and Lechesne. 
These two places have been passed 
considerably and we have reached the 
villages of Louvergny and Sauville as 
well as the outskirts of Montdieu 
wood.” 

The French day statement says: 


“The repeated success of the French 


troops has compelled the enemy to car- 
ry out new withdrawals at several 
points along the front. Pursuing with- 
out respite the rear guards left behind 
to protect the retreat of the enemy and 
to delay our advance, the French troops, 
with untiring ardor, maintain close 
contact. 

“In the region northeast of Guise the 
French have captured Bergues-sur- 
Sambre, where 200 civilians were lib- 
erated. On the whole front of the first 
army the French resumed the attack 
this morning and are advancing. 

“Between the Peronne and Serre riv- 
ers the French have taken Bois les 
Pargn” In the region north of Sis- 
sonne the French have reached a line 

assing through the sugar refinery of 
Srolamont, west of Autremencourt, 
Cuirieux, Gondelancourt and Mache- 
court. Our advance guards are pro- 
gressing, supported by the artillery. 

“Between Sissonne and Chateau Por- 
cien the French have penetrated in all 
its parts the Hunding position, which 
the enemy attempted to hold, but the 
French forced his detachments to with- 
draw. A general advance is in progress 
from east of St. Quentin le Petit to the 
outskirts of Herpv.” 


ALLIES FAILED 
TO BREAK FRONT, 
GERMANS REPORT 


Berlin, November 5.—(Via London, )— 
Formidable attacks in which the French 
and British used enormous forces, artil- 
lery and tanks, were made Monday 
against the German lines on a front of 
more than forty miles between the 
Scheldt and the Oise, the official state- 
ment from German headquarters today 
says. Ina hard struggle the Germans 
prevented a break through.

“Headquarters American Expedi- 
tionary Foree, November  5.—(Morn- 
ing.)—This morning the first army re- 
sumed the attack. In spite of des- 
perate opposition our troops have 
forced a crossing of the Meuse _ at 
Brieulles and at Clery Le Petit. They 
are now developing a new line in the 
heavily wooded and very difficult ter- 
rain on the heights east of the river 
between these points.

Text of Lansing’s Note. 


The text of Secretary Lansing’s note 
to the Swiss minister follows:

“"In my note of October 23, 1918, I 
advised you that the president had 
transmitted his correspondence with the 
German authorities to the governments 
with which the government of the 
United States is.associated as belliger- 
ent, with the suggestion that, if those 
governments were disposed to accept 
peace upon the terms and principles in- 
dicated their military advisors and the 
military advisors of the United States 
be asked to submit to the governments 
associated against Germany the neces- 
sary terms of such an armistice as 
would fully protect the interests of the 


| peoples involved and insure to the asso- 


ciated governments the unrestricted 
power to safeguard and enforce the de- 
tails of the peace to which the German 
government had agreed, provided they 
deem such an armistice possible from 
the military point of view. 

“*The president is now in receipt of 
memorandum of observations by the 
lied governments on this correspond- 
ence which is as follows: 

“*“The allied governments have given 
eareful consideration to the corre- 
spondence which has passed between 
the president of the United States and 
the German government. Subject 
to the qualifications which follow, 
they declare their willingness to 
ernment make peace with the gov- 
ernment of Germany on the terms 
of peace laid down in the president’s 
address to congress of January, 1915, 
and the principles of settlement enun- 
ciated in .his subsequent addresses 
They must point out, however, that 
clause 2, relating to what is usually 
described as the freedom of the seas, 
is open to various interpretations, some 
of which they could not occept.

Conditions of Peace.

IT’S UP TO GERMANY, 
SAYS LLOYD-GEORGE. 


London, November 5.—The allies have 
that Germany must apply to 
Marshal Foch, the allied commander-in- 
chief, for an armistice, Premier Lloyd- 
George stated in the house of commons 
today. 

The premier said he was unable to 
gZive the house detailed information 
concerning the. “complete agreement’ 
the allies had reached on the armistice 
terms to be submitted to Germany. 

The terms agreed*upon by the allies, 
the premier added. have been transmit- 
ted to President Wilson with a request 
that he inform the German government 
that if they wished to know the con- 
ditions they should apply to Marshal 
Foch in the usual military form. 

Whatever Germany’s reply might be 
the associated powers await the issue 
with perfect confidence. 

Mr. Lloyd-George stated that if the 
application was made by Germany it 
had been decided that the British naval 
representatives would be associated 
with Marshal Foch at the conference. 

Foch Rules on All Fronts. 

Premier Lloyd-George said that the 
Versailles conference had decided that 
Marshal Foch should be placed in su- 
preme direction of the forces operating 
against Germany on all fronts. 

The prime minister referred to the re- 
cent British success on the western 
front and assured the Czecho-Slavs and 
the Jugo-Slavs that their allies intend- 


‘ed to come to their aid as fast as they 


could. 

The terms of the armistice with Aus- 
tria were announced to the house by 
Premier Llovd-George. 

Commenting on the Austrian armis- 
tice terms, Premicr Lloyd-George said 
the most important point was that they

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gave to the allies free use of Austro- 
Hungarian territory and communica- 
tions for operations of war.

tria, Turkey and Bulgaria in the mak- 
ins available as far as possible of ford 
and other supplies necessary for the 
lives of the civilian population of those 
countries.’ ”’

How to Reast the Turkey.

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IN GERMAN HANDS. 


The question of peace or a prolonga- 
tion of the war will soon be in German 
hands for settlement, and from all in- 
dications the verdict will be ‘‘Peace!”’ 


’ Jt is significant that the terms of 
armistice has been agreed upon and 
promulgated by the associated anti- 
Prussian powers were not only signed 
by \all, but that absolute harmony pre- 
vailed from the beginning to the end 
of the Versailles conference. 

Germany’s last hope has been that 
in arranging the terms upon which an 
armistice would be offered discord 
‘might arise between its associated op- 
ponents, growing out of differences of 
opinion bearing upon the ultimate out- 
come of the war, and that out of that 
discord the Hun might be able to ob- 
tain a small measure of consideration 
that would otherwise be denied him. 

Now that last hope is gone. 

Official announcement is made that 
the armistice terms have been sent to 
Berlin, and if Germany is now ready 
for peace the war will soon end. 

With Austria-Hungary, the last re- 
maining ally, out of the war, and with 
the German empire standing alone 
against the whole world, assailable at 
every frontier, it is inconceivable that 
it can hold out through another win- 
ter. 

X Four years ago the Prussian power 
dominated the greater part of Europe 
and a portion of Asia. Like an octo- 
pus it reached out, with its mighty 
tentacles, in all directions from the 
Baltic to the Adriatic, and from Bre- 
men to Bagdad. 

One by one his allies have been 
forced from his side—first Bulgaria, 
then Turkey and now the dual mon- 
archy of Austria-Hungary. 

And today, with its people disheart- 
ened, discouraged, mutinous and prac- 
tically bankrupt; its resources near- 
ing exhaustion; its sources of replen- 
ishment cut off; its sword broken 
and its fighting strength seriously im- 
paired, Germany stands isolated and 
alone against an uimngee and hostile 
world. 

Nothing is left but the alternative 
of unconditional surrender or of going 
‘on in a hopeless, inevitably disastrous 
fight to the bitter end, and, with mil- 
lions of its men already fallen victims 
of war, and its people broken in spirit 
and purse, Germany is not likely to 
make a “last ditch” fight against such 
odds! 

The armistice terms will no doubt 
be accepted, and then we shall have 
peace—and a victorious peace! 


THE SCIENTIST’S DUE. 


The war has been fought and won— 
assuming that it is practically at an 
end—largely by science. 

This makes full allowance for the 
man power involved; but that man 
power probably would have _ been 
many more years in bringing about the 
end of the struggle but for the assist- 
ance of science. 

That the French people, at least, are 
keenly appreciative of this fact is 
shown by a typical incident in Paris 
recently, when living and laboratory 
quarters were sought by Dr. Alexis 
Carrel of the Rockefeller Institute for 
Medical Research assigned to work in 

’ eonnection with the army hospitals 
abroad. 

He found a house that was admira- 
bly situated and that met all require- 
ments.

These conditions made it im- 
possible for Baptists to preach in any of 
the camps. 

There is not a worthy preacher in Chris- 
tendom who would allow military or civil 
authority to prescribe his message. The in- 
hibition made by the distinguished general 
struck at the very base of all. evangelical 
preaching. If men are not lost, why 
preach Christ as a Savior? And, further, 
from the standpoint of a Baptist it could 
not be allowed that, even the highest mili- 
tary authority, should regulate the effect 
of preaching, or even try to do it. 

The issue raised by the distinguished 
and highly honored General Funston car- 
ried with it broad implications. It was 
held by myself and the Baptists generally, 
who have always from the days of the 
apostles, this way, been the friends of re- 
ligious liberty that General Funston could 
not functign in the realm of religion at 
all. Even! the president of the United 
States could not. If, even the most distin- 
guished general in the army could say, that 
the fundamental doctrines of the evangeli- 
cal faith could not be preached to the 
soldiers, another general could say that, 
the Catholics could not say mass in the 
camps or teach any of their doctrines. The 
fact is, the princiffe went to the whole ques- 
tion of religious liberty, and Baptists are 
very sensitive on that subject, not for 
themselves, however, any more than for 
other people, for it is the Baptist belief 
that religion is to be free in civil and in 
military life, subject only to restrictions 
necessary to preserve order and discipline. 
This issue, however, would have been 
brought directly to congress. The case was 
in process of preparation when the dis- 
tinguished general suddenly, to the regret 
of all, passed away. 

The principle of absolute religious 
equality and freedom for all, enunciated 
above, carries the Baptist conviction and

The 
former immediately began to leave in a 
rush. German officers left their side 
arms and field glasses; they left Ger- 
man gin, wines, cigars and money. One 
officer left a new, almost unworn over- 
coat, upon which an iron cross was 
pinned.

When it had first 
arrived the civilians sought their cel- 
lars for protection from the series of 
thunderbolts that were exploding up 
and down the streets. When it had 
passed on and they emerged they heard 
the steady tramp of many men, and 
peering out of windows and doors, they 
saw a column of American infantry 
marching among them. 

It was then that these American 
troops realized in full what they had 
done. For old and young, women and 
men, the released civilians rushed from 
their homes to bestow one of the great- 
est welcomes ever known to soldier 
liberators. 

Many of them, weeping with joy, be- 
stowed kisses and hand shakes, flow- 
ers and flags, until the bewildered 
Yanks were overwhelmed. They had 
never known a reception like this. 
The town was theirs, and the hearts 
of the natives went with the town. 
America had come to them—had come 
just back of a mighty barrage—had 
come with liberating bayonets to set 
them free from their four-year term 
of captivity. And their captors were 
dead in the street, seized as prisoners 
or in wild flight over the hills be- 
yond. 

Enter the Poilu. 


As the first long line of Americans 
passed and the happy welcome grew 
some one in the crowd that lined the 
way caught sight of the first French 
soldier swinging around a distant cor- 
ner. It was the climax. 

The welcome this first poilu received 
even surpassed the warmth of the re- 
ception given the Yanks. Here was 
one of their own people—and now at 
last they knew that France also had 
come to their aid. 

They were surprised, too, to see that 
this Frenchman and the others that 
followed were all wearing good uni- 
forms and were apparently well fed. 
They had been told by the Germans 
that the French army was in rags, 
wearing paper suits and starving. 

The story of Thiaucourt is merely 
the story of dozens of other villages 
and towns in the old St. Mihiel salient. 
Yanks were soon busy everywhere, 
helping the old and young, bringing 
back refugees by scores and hundreds 
in trucks and wagons. And when the 
Boche, holding on for just a breathing 
spell, ‘began to shell these towns, nei- 
ther Yank nor native seemed to bother 
in the slightest. They both knew that 
the Hun’s reign as captor was. over.

That war Camp Community Service 
and Labor are the firmest of friends 
the country over is being emphasized 
every day.

At 
Oakland, Cal., an addition to the W. C. 
Cc. S. club house was erected without 
cost by the building trades of Alameda 
county. Not..only did the labor men 
give their services, but they even 
bought the material. More than 300 car- 
penters started work at 1 p. m. on Sat- 
urday and kept at it until the building 
was finished. 

When the work was completed Mr. 
Stewart, organizer of the W. C. C. &., 
addressed the workers at the T and D 
theater and thanked them for thier ef- 
forts. Each man as he entered was pre- 
sented with a W. C. C. S. button, and 
moving pictures of the erection of the 
building were shown. 
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| LIBRARY WAR SERVICE

now over 2,000 libraries in smaller 
camps, naval and marine stations, Y.

service has been opened overseas and 
there are 350 libraries and branches in 
operation in France, and over a million | 
books. 

The Library War Service of the 
American Library association is one 
of the seven organizations represented 
in the United War Work campaign. 
Three million five hundred thousand 
dollars is the part of the $17,500,000 
fund that will go to the Library War 
Service. Of this amount, over $1,500,- 
000 will be spent for booksalone. Every 
dollar of the amount being asked for 
is needed, and more, for, with the fight- 
ing going on it has required millions 
of books to support the demands of 
our soldier for reading matter, and 
when the fighting stops the demand 
will be increased tremendously. The 
Library War Service has the sole priv- 
ilege of supplying books for the Ameri- 
can army and navy in France. This 
arrangement has the indorsement of} 
General Pershing, and over every case 
of books in France is this message 
from the commander-in-chief: 

“These books come to us overseas 
from home.

With the Allied Forces in France and 
Belgium, November 5.—The allied 
lines this morning were about one 
mile and a half from Ghent, toward 
which the allied troops continued to 
press. Belgian, French and American 
soldiers this afternoon had pushed up 
to the eastern outskirts of the beleag- 
uered city with comparatively light re- 
sistance from the enemy, who appar- 
ently has evacuated the place. 

As the allied troops advanced on 
the city, the setting was a most dram- 
atic one. Civilians mingled with the 
soldiers at many points and as the in- 
fantry moved forward pleasure boats 
moved hither and thither along the 
winding canals on the western edge 
carrying civilians who had gathered to 
See the restoration of their beloved 
city. Within the little white cottages 
along the banks of the canal were 
German machine gunners whose 
weapons dominated the waterways and 
the roads. 

For some reason most of the guns 
were silent. Overhead Belgian airplanes 
SWirled and dived like great birds, 
but there was no challenge from the 
German anti-aircraft guns. Into this 
scene of mimic warfare came the Queen 
of Belgium, who motored to within 
two and one-half miles of the city. 

Queen Elizabeth looked across the 
battle line upon the towering spirals 
and red roof buildings, which stood 
out like a painting in the bright No- 
vember sun. Even the United States 
was represented among the spectators 
of this extraordinary scene, for four 
officials stationed in Holland, who had 
happened to be in Bruges on business, 
came on to Ghent as it had been 
‘wrongly reported that the city had been 
captured from the Germans. The 
American quartet was composed of G. 
H. Krough, Ralph Runyon, a vice con- 
sul at Rotterdam, and A. W. Bankert 
and Ensign.Charles Moore, attached to 
the legation at The Hague. 

During the day the advance guards 
of the allied forces rushed forward 
still closer about Ghent. As they 
drove in, the civilians, who had 
flocked to the scene, joined the troops 
at many places. Automobiles’ ap- 
proached within a mile of Ghent in 
perfect safety. 

War has little damaged the coun- 
tryside about Ghent. Yesterday the) 
German guns threw shells into ham- 
lets near the front, but this section of 
bombardment shows little signs of de- 
vastation. 

Whether the Germans actually have 
withdrawn from Ghent or intend to 
hold on a little longer was not clear- 
ly apparent today. However, it seemed 
only a matter of time before Belgian 
troops would be marching through the 
city, whose streets have rung to the 
tramp of German soldiery for four 
years. 


SIXTY GERMAN PALACES

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Great Battle of Verdun 


Task Set for Pershing’s Men 
Difficult in the Extreme. 
Americans, However, Have 
Victory in Grasp and Are 
Making Major Contribu- 
tion to German Defeat. 


By Frank H. Simonds. 

New York,, November 5.—(Special.)— 
We should be a little less than human 
if even amidst the crash of crumbling 
thrones and ancient states we were not 
able for a brief moment to fix our at- 
tention upon the achievement of our 
own troops, which, if small, measured 
by the mighty events now in progress, 
is no less a real and potent contribu- 
tion to the common cause. 

Our battle of Verdun, now rising to 
victory, after five weeks of incessant 
effort and patient sacrifice, !s not 
merely victory in the greatest battle in 
American history, measured by the 
number of men engaged on our side and 
on the German, but it has be@n a major 
contribution to Foch’s greater successes 
elsewhere. 

Difficult Task for Americans, 

The task set for Pershing’s army 
was difficult in the extreme. It wes 
our mission to” attack the German 
where he was bound to be strongest 
and where the natural obstacles were 
most formidable, the whole German 
front, from the fortress of Metz to the 
sea, swings on the hinge of the forti- 
fied positions between Metz and the 
Argonne. If you broke the hinge the 
whole door collapsed. As a result, the 
German had fortified this hinge with 
the utmost care and ingenuity. West- 


ward his line could swing backward 
from position to position, but here, if 
his first and second systems were 
forced his communications were gone. 
As he stood on September 26, German 
faced south from the Meuse hills north 
of Fort Douamont and east of the 
river, holding the tangle of hills north 
of the Forges brook, which he had 
crossed himself to take Hill 304, and 
Le Mort Homme, in the Verdun time, 
to the Argonne, which was an impene- 
trable thicket. The country was an 
approximate wilderness, a tangle of 
hills and woods and marshes, wrecked 
by four years of shelling and trans- 
formed into a region of desolation. It 
was exactly the same sort of country, 
a piece of the country, which saw the 
battle of Verdun, in which, in seven 
months of effort, the German was able 
to advance less than that number of

troops and concentrating there the 
greater part of his vast military train. 
Foch was setting for Pershing the 
problem which had balked 
hayn. 

Americans Faced Two Lines. 

Our troops had before them on Sep- 
tember 26 two distinct series of posi- 
tions, with many intermediate and 
switch lines, making a fortified zone 
nearly a dozen miles deep. If they pen- 
etrated this they would come out on 
more open ground, but what was more 
important, they would arrive at a point 
Within easy range of the Metz-Mont- 
medy-Maubeuge railway, the great line 
of lateral communication of the Ger- 
mans feeding the western front. If this 
line were cut then the Germans would 
have to retire to the line of the Meuse 
the Dyle, the line from Metz, through 
Mezieres and Namur to Antwerp. More 
than this, if we broke through sudden- 
ly the German would face a disaster. 
All his vast armies and material woula 
be shut up in western Belgium, with 
only the railroad lines through the 
Liege gateway to  Aix-La-Chapelle 
available for evacuation. 

Whatever happened elsewhereron the 
whole front, from the Meuse to the sea, 


, 


the Germans had to hold the back door 


open to permit him to get his men and 
munitions out of France and Belgium. 
Thus when we attacked on September 
26 and promptly overran his first line, 
taking Montfaucon and a series of fa- 
mous fortified villages, he had-to rush 
division after division down to the dan- 
fer point to avoid a supreme disaster, 
and these were the divisions of which 
he had counted to hold the British upon 
the Hindenburg line. Without these di- 
visions he could not make headway 
against the magnificent offensive of 
Haig. Without these reserves he could 
not reinforce his troops between Lille 
and the sea. 

And even with these troops he could 
not permanently halt, he could only 
delay American progress. For four 
weeks our new troops fought his vet- 
erans in the wastes of the Argonne 
and west of the Meuse. There was 
nothing spectacular about it. The bat- 
tle was a new battle of the wilderness 
every day. We took villages and wood 
lots, we lost them and “we _ re-took 
them. Some day the real story of 
this month of fighting will be 
told, and. when it {s, it will be an en- 
during cause for gratitude to our 
troops who look on this gigantic task, 
inexperienced as they were, and car- 
ried it through. 

Americans Wore Germans Out. 

In the end we wore the Germans 
out. Division after division arrived, 
went into action and melted away un- 
der the storm of our heroic infantry. 
By the beginning of last week the 
signs were unmistakable that the Ger- 
man could not stand the pace; and on 
Friday we had the news that 
were through the last line and s 
ing to open country beyond. 1 
divisions of German troops, a full quar- 
ter of his available divisions, had been 
used up in the month by us, and the 
road to the middle Meuse was open. 
We had broken through, and the Ger- 
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man lines were in retreat—the Oise to 
the Chierh. 

Our army was far younger than the 
British army at the Somme, less ex- 
perienced and led by less experienced 
officers. We had the advantage of 
the lessons of later months and we had 
the generous assistance and co-opera- 
tion of our allies, British and French, 
but with all recognition-of these cir- 
cumstances and with no desire to em- 
phasize comparisons, we did break 
through and we did drive the Germans 
after just one month and a few days 
of battle. 

I do not believe any military man in 
the world would have dreamed six 
months ago that an American army 
could achieve what our first and sec- 
ond armies have achieved before Ver- 
dun in the past five weeks. It is a 
truly great feat, obscured by the even 
greater feats of our British and French 
comrades elsewhere. It lacks the bril- 
liance of the British achievement in 
breaking the Hindenburg line, which is 
one of the great triumphs of this and 
of all wars. But it surpasses greatly 
all that we could have expected or 
hoped for our men in their first cam- 
paign; and its consequences will change 
the war map of France. It should re- 
suJt in evacuation of northern France. 
west of the Meuse.

Washington, November 5.-—An offi- 
cial dispatch today to the Serbian lega- 
tion from Saloniki said Serbian pris- 
oners were returning home from Bul- 
guria in a deplorable condition after 
three years of suffering and that many 
had died en route. 

The number of prisoners had not 
been determined, it was stated, because 
of the great haste of the Bulgarian 
government to get them home as 
rapidly as possible so that Serbian 
military and government i officials 
would not see the camps in which they 
had been living. 

“But unfortunately for the Bulgarian 
government,” the dispatch added, 
“other elements belonging to the allies 
lived alongside the Serbian prisoners 
and were eye-witnesses of the atroci- 
ties to which they were subjected. 
These allied prisoners narrated stories 
that made-one shudder:” 

In addition to prisoners of war, 200,- 
000 civilians deported by the Bulgarian 
authorities are struggling home.

Price of Cotton Sheuld Be Fixed. 


Your cotton allocation scheme was not necessary, and was certain to 
depress the price of cotton, to hurt not only the farmer, but every legitt- 
mate cotton interest, and we urged that before allocation was determined upon, 
the price of cotton should be fixed, suggesting 34c for middling. We advised 
that the arbitrary billeting of one million bales of low grade cotton, now 
largely held by speculators, would depress the market and fix the price down, 
and suggested that it would be a left-handed method of fixing the price, 


How Your Scheme Depressed the Market. 
The assistant secretary of agriculture, Mr. Clarence Ousley, assured the 
On the New York cotton exchange 
October 8th, the date of my article protesting against the allocation, without 
first fixing the price, New York December cotton was 31.75, May 31.1o. On 
October 18th, the date of Mr. Ousley’s article, December New York was 31, 
May 30.11. On October 24th, the date of your letter, December was 29.56, 
May 28.35. Today, November ist, December sold for 27c, May 25.55. This is

Mr. Brand, some members of the cotton exchanges, the smartest and 
sharpest traders anywhere, have taken this quotation and allocation scheme, 
and used them as a double-barrel gun, and have shot the market to pieces. 
We insisted that whatever you did should be free and above board, that there 
should be no left-handed method of pricing cotton. You assured us that there 
would not be.

Both Your Schemes Went Wrong. 

Your two schemes, factitious quotations for low grade differentials, and al- 
location for billetting low grade, has cost legitimate interests many millions. 

Little Red Riding Hood thought the wolf most 
attractive and friendly, but the result was the same. The cotton exchanges 
were intended for a clearing house for cotton, under your administration 
they have become a shearing house. 


Give Us the Law. 
Let us again impress on you, December contracts are below the price of 
middling, and March, May and July contracts are lower than Decembér, the 
very fact that May and July are below December, evidences that the trade is 


| still afraid that the whang-doodle will be again furnished the professionals 


when the occasion again comes to make an abattoir in the market. Cotton 
manufacturers would today use the distant months to hedge their require- 
ments, if they were sure the government, through you, would assure an honest 
delivery. You are burning golden time fussing with me. Give us that which 
your position stands for—an impartial administration of the law, the full in- 
tent of the law. 

We know that the Smith-Lever law, administered with sympathy as to 
its evident intent, will safeguard the legitimate interests of every class of 
citizens. 


Cotton Producers Taxed for Others’ Benefit. 

Regarding the holders of low grade cotton, our statements are correct, 
exceptions preve nothing. This cotton is in distress because the holders are 
unWilling to take the relative value. Your allocation anxiety was for some- 
thing that hadn’t happened, wasn’t going to happen, and would have taken 
care of itself if it had happened. The Germans are spinning nettles. All 
grades of cotton will be consumed long before we get to that. We continue to 
earnestly insist that gamblers, whether in cotton, or in anything else, are not 
inmates of eleemosynary institutions, and no department of the government 
should furnish them sustenance by taxing other people. 


You Are Not Enforcing the Law. 
Mr. Brand, it is your duty to enforce the Smith-Lever bill, and we again 
charge that you are not doing it, and the weal of the legitimate cotton in-

“During the two days in which the 
Germans were in occupation of Moeu- 
vres this party, in fact, maintained 
their position with great gallantry and 
inflicted many casualties on the enemy: 
On the night of the 19th-20th inst., 
when Moeuvres was retaken by our 
troops, the whole party regained their 
unit without loss.” 

Not quite without loss, for one of 
the party, who went out to look for 
help, was killed by a piece of shell. 
The rest held on like grim death, in 
spite of the fact that they had no meat 
and no water. They had been assign- 
ed to a post northeast of the village 
and told to hold it, sa hold it they did. 
They were situated on the side of a 
little railway by which munitions were 
conveyed. The Germans were on the 
other side. 


Praised His Men. 

“My men were splendid,” said the 
corporal “The Boches attacked us 
three times by the light of the moon, 
but we drove them back each time 
with rifle fire, without being obliged 
to use our machine gun. They proba- 
bly hoped that hunger would oblige us 
to surrender, but we managed to hold 
out until our fellows reached us.” 

Though weak with hunger when re- 
lieved, the little band were neverthe- 
less able to echo the frantic cheering 
of their comrades. 

“And would you believe it,” remark- 
ed Hunter’s genera!, “those brave boys, 
when they were rescued, insisted, in 
spite of their fatigue, upon joining 
their comrades in the fight.
